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KENTUCKY RACING DATES. 

NO SPRING MEETING TO BE HELD AT 
DOUGLAS PARK. 

Sea<;on Will Open at Lexinqton, April 27 — 
Thirty Days Each for Churchill 
Downs and Latonia. 



Lexingrlon, Ky., February Ifi, — The State Racing 
r<>inmissu»u tcHlay fixed the dates for spring racing 
in Keulinky and made soni«» recommendations to the 
racing associations wliich argue for the betterment 
of ilie sport. 

The Kentucky Racing Asso<‘iation will inaugurate 
the season with a ni«M‘ting of seven days at the 
l<M‘al track, beginniug Saturday. April 27. and end- 
ing Saturday. May 4. Tliis will Ik* followed by 
thirty days at ChurchiM I>owns. Louisville, uuder 
the auspices of the New Louisville .I<M'key Club, 
beginning .Monday. May «». on which date the Ken- 
tucky Derby will Ik* run. and closing Saturday, 
.lime S. The Latonia J<H*key Club will open its 
meeting Monday. June 10. and continue for thirty 
days, closing Satiinlay. July 1I». 

Further than these, no ilates were allotteil. The 
rouiinission says there is ample time in which to 
annoiima* the fall dales. The Douglas Park J«M-key 
Club did not ask for spring dates, but diil file an 
applicatimi for thirty days in the fall. 

Judge H. W. Rond ami A. C. Tilles. Indli of St. 
I.ouis, were here representing the Douglas I’ark 
Jockey Club. Harvey Meyers and James II. Young 
represented the Latonia .Tmitey Club aiud waut»*d 
their dates to include l)e«*ocatiou Day. Matt J. 
Winn and H. .\pplegate represented the New 
Lonisvikte .Imkey Club. The commissioners heard 
what these repres«*nta lives had to say and then 
went about their del ilx*rat ions in ex^eutive ses.sion. 
.\fter tile racing dates were fixed the Commissitm 
adopted the following resolutions; 

‘•\Ve earnestly retpiest and urge ui)»n the racing 
assiM-iatious of Kentucky that their programs shall 
not have more than two selling races eac*h day, one 
for two-year-olds and the other for three-year-ohls 
and upward, except when one or both races are 
split. 

**We furtiier request that the purses offered by 
tiie racing associations of KentJicky, with the ex- 
ception of Lexington, be increased so as to average 
each day. 

* We rei-ommend a strict enforcement of the rule 
against the administration of <lrugs to hor.ses. 

• \Ve earnestly recomm^ml tiiat no l>ettiug agents 
or <*omiiiissioners Ik* allowed in the grandstands of 
any nicing assoclati<m in the state to solicit 
wagers.*’ 

The ( ominission had received a letlor from F.. S. 
Gardner, of the .Vvomlale Stud in Tennessee, setting 
forth tlie plans of the breeders and owners in tliat 
slate to ludd a ineeiiug at CimilK*rland Park tliis 
spring ami requesting that the Keutueky season not 
Ik* opened during llie last w«*«*k in April. The 
s<*creiary was iiistrip'led to advis«* Mr. tJardner of 
the ait ion of tin* coininittee and to express regret 
Unit ciuidilions in this slate would not jH*rmil of 
Ihe op«*niiig «»f he s<*ason later than April 27.

to Lexington.
